Families and politicians march in battle to save vital service

HANDS OFF OUR 
MATERNITY UNIT 


THOUSANDS of impassioned 
people took to the streets over the 
weekend to protest about planned 
maternity cuts at the Horton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

Mums and dads joined hands with 
campaigners, councillors and the lo¬ 
cal MP around the site in Oxford Road, 
Banbury, on Saturday 

The demonstration was hurriedly 
planned last month by the 12,000-strong 
Save Our Horton campaign. 

It came after Oxford University Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Foundation Trust announced 
the unit could become midwife-led in 
September due to staffing issues. 

This would mean expectant mothers 
facing complications would be shuttled 
to the John Radcliffe. 

Victoria Prentis, the MP for Banbury 
who along with many protestors was 
herself born at the Horton, helped or¬ 
ganise the event. 

She said: “We ran a very successful 
‘Hands Around the Horton’ event eight 
years ago and wanted to recreate it. 

“I’m glad to say we have never had this 
many people. They know they need this 
hospital now more than ever as the Ban¬ 
bury area is growing day by day” 

Among those present was Eleanor

Lloyd, 36, from Tadmarton, whose baby 
daughter Scarlett was born at the Hor¬ 
ton just 10 days ago by emergency cae¬ 
sarean. 

She said: “If I had gone to the JR it 
would have been horrible. They were 
worried about her heart.” 

Banbury resident Lucy Goldner, 29, 
brought her four-year-old daughter So¬ 
phie and son Thomas, aged 11 months, 
along to the protest. 

She said: “If I’d had to go to the JR I 
would have given birth in the car. The 
Horton means a lot to my family and 
we want to save it.” 

After the event a crowd converged 
on the town centre, with roads briefly 
closed for a final rally in front of Ban¬ 
bury Town Hall. 

Members of the town, district and 
county councils also walked alongside 
their constituents. 

Tony Ilott, who sits on Banbury 
town and Cherwell district councils, 
said: “It always amazes me the num¬ 
ber of people that come out from all 
walks of life.

“It almost turns into a carnival, with 
the bands and people on stilts and mu¬ 
sic, but we must not lose sight of the 
fact that we must keep the Horton with 
all of its facilities.” 

The present crisis has come about due 
to a lack of middle-grade obstetric doc¬ 
tors, with just three out of eight posts 
set to be filled in September. 

Bosses at OUH will meet on Wednes¬ 
day, August 31, to make a decision on 
how to move forward if no more doctors 
have been recruited. 

Chief executive Dr Bruno Holthof 
said last week that the proposals are a 
“contingency plan”.

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Free check 
on safety of 
electrical 
blankets 


Remembering the fallen 
of the Cyprus Emergency 


MOST people are hoping for 
an Indian summer rather 
than thinking about winter. 

But Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service wants owners 
of electrical blankets to get 
them tested before the 
mercury drops. 

It has teamed up with 
trading standards to offer 
free testing in October. 

The fire service said 162 of 
737 blankets tested in 2015 
were found to be unsafe to 
use. 

This can be because they 
are old and do not have safety 
features, leakages of voltage 
to their surfaces, the 
movement of their elements 
or exposure to the surface, or 
damaged power leads. 

Station manager Chris 
Barber added: “Like any 
other piece of electrical 
equipment, it is vitally 
important that electric 
blankets remain in safe 
working order.” 

He added: “Whichever type 
you use we urge you to take 
up the free electrical safety 
checking service to make 
sure your blanket is safe to 
use this winter.” 

Free tests, which need to be 
pre-booked, will take place at 
venues across the county. 

Teams will visit Oxford on 
October 3 and 20, Banbury on 
October 4, Wallingford on 
October 5, Abingdon on 
October 6, Witney on October 
7, Wantage on October 17, 
Bicester on October 18 and 
Chipping Norton on October 
21 .

VETERANS from the Oxfordshire 
and Buckinghamshire Light Infan¬ 
try have paid their respects to fallen 
comrades at a memorial dedicated to 
those who fought during the Cyprus 
Emergency 

Roy Bailey was just 20 years old 
when he was sent out to fight on the 
island in 1956 as part of his national 
service. 

Now 80, he was joined by a dozen 
other comrades to lay a wreath at the 
National Memorial Arboretum in 
Staffordshire for the dedication of a 
memorial on Sunday. 

Mr Bailey said: “It was extremely 
dangerous. 

“We were stationed a lot of the time 
near police stations so that the local 
force knew that they were being sup¬ 
ported by us. 

“Today was an extremely impor¬ 
tant for us to be able to pay our re¬ 
spects for the people who fought and 
protected the Turkish Cypriots.” 

Alongside Mr Bailey at the memo¬ 
rial event were fellow veterans Geoff 
Day, from Banbury, who served as a 
corporal in the Cyprus Campaign 
and Brian Cox, who lives in Wheat- 
ley, who was a corporal in Germany 
in the 1950s. 

On August 20, 1956, the regiment 
took part in operations against Na¬ 
tional Organisation of Cypriot Fight¬ 
ers (EOKA) guerillas in Cyprus. 

EOKA was an armed Greek Cypriot 
nationalist organisation that fought 
a campaign for the end of British 
rule in Cyprus, for the island’s self- 
determination and for eventual un¬ 
ion with Greece. 

The Oxfordshire and Buckingham¬ 
shire Light Infantry were deployed 
for most of the time in the Limassol 
area, where they replaced the Royal

Norfolk Regiment, returning to the 
UK in 1959. The regiment’s Gerald 
French and Michael O’Carroll, both 
from Banbury, and Scotsman David 
Neill were among the hundreds of 
British servicemen who died during 
the conflict. 

Mr Bailey, who lives in Hunger- 
ford, West Berkshire, said: “Both Mr 
O’Carroll and Mr French were be¬ 


tween 19 and 21 years old. 

“We wanted to pay our respects to 
those men as well as the 392 people 
who died in the four-year conflict. 

“It is so important that we contin¬ 
ue to have memorials and services 
like today, because it is important 
for young people to know what their 
parents and grandparents have been 
through so that the same mistakes 


are not made - we have got to remem¬ 
ber the sacrifice.” 

Mr Bailey was initially conscripted 
into the regiment as part of National 
Service but signed on for three years. 
He said: “I enjoyed it more than I 
thought I would. 

“I think one of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges we faced out there was know¬ 
ing that we were in danger.”

“It was also fantastic to see 
the amount of people riding for 
their chosen charities.” 

The group decided to take 
part because Mr Burnett, from 
Northamptonshire, had served 
in the army for 22 years from 
1987 to 2009, serving in the Roy¬ 
al Army Ordnance Corps. 

Mr Jackson added: “Riding 
down the Mall was the best 
feeling with the crowds cheer¬ 
ing you home.”

Take one last look at 
iconic rail signal box

MORE than 2,000 people have 
signed up for tours of one of Ox¬ 
fordshire’s last remaining signal 
boxes. 

Families, clubs and railway enthu¬ 
siasts are all being encouraged to pay 
the Banbury North box one last visit 
before it is demolished in October. 

Operators Network Rail are holding 
special trips for the next two months 
and already thousands of people have 
signed up for a glimpse of the build¬ 
ing’s history. 

Rob Kinchin Smith, from Banbury 
Civic Society, said he had been over¬ 
whelmed by the turn-out so far. 

He said: “It is very rare for the pub¬ 
lic to have an opportunity to see some¬ 
thing like this. 

“It would be easy to say that a signal 


box is limited to the interest of enthu¬ 
siasts but the huge number of bookings 
shows that actually there is significant¬ 
ly more interest than you might think 
for historical buildings like this. 

“There’s been a huge demand for 
weekday evening visits and we will 
look to open up more tours soon.” 

The box has stood on the railway near 
Banbury station since about 1900, and 
was built as the town became a ma¬ 
jor junction for trains travelling from 
London, the south coast and the North 
East. 

Mr Kinchin-Smith added: “The box 
really stands as a memorial to Banbury 
being an important national railway 
junction. 

“It is also testament to the work of 
Banbury signallers who have kept the 
box in such great condition. 

“The box is very much part of the 
landscape in Banbury.” 

The box is set to be torn down on Oc¬ 
tober 8 as part of £76m upgrades to the 
rail network. 


The tours are being organised by Net¬ 
work Rail and campaigners - including 
Mr Kinchin Smith - who fought a five- 
month campaign earlier this year to 
save the box from demolition. 

Despite setting up an online fundrais¬ 
ing campaign to raise £160,000 to keep 
the box, unfortunately they were not 
successful. 

The south signal box was torn down 
on July 30. 

Tours will continue until October 2, 
and will demonstrate how signal boxes 
work, as well as teaching about railway 
safety and the dangers of railway tres¬ 
passing. 

Although the box is switched off and 
disconnected, work has been carried 
out in order to make the bells, lights 
and levers work so the tours are as life¬ 
like as possible.

BANBURY’S secondary 
schools boosted their A-Lev- 
el results this year. 

Star pupils bucked the na¬ 
tional trend, with results so 
far suggesting the propor¬ 
tion of A* and A grades was 
set to rise to 35 per cent - two 
higher than last year. 

Nationally 26 per cent of 
entries were awarded the top 
two grades. 

For students at Sibford 
School, results day was a 
mixture of celebration and 


sadness as they remembered 
one of their formal pupils. 

Angus Oakey tragically 
passed away from leukaemia 
in March but was given two 
B grades posthumously in 
history and design and tech¬ 
nology 

The results day last Thurs¬ 
day was poignant for Mr 
Oakey’s family, as he would 
have celebrated his 19th 
birthday the day before. 

Cate Mallalieu-Needle, 
head of sixth form at the 


school in Sibford Ferris, 
said: “I know his family will 
be extremely proud of his 
achievement.” 

There were celebrations at 
North Oxfordshire Academy 
for Katie Piper, who became 
the academy’s first pupil to 
claim a place at Oxford Uni¬ 
versity 

The future Jesus College 
student said: “When I logged 
into the UCAS website this 
morning, my whole family 
burst into tears.” 


The academy also had 59 
per cent of entries being 
awarded A*-C grades, the 
highest the academy has 
ever achieved. 

There were more firsts at 
the Banbury Aspirations 
campus, with Space Studio 
Banbury celebrating its first 
batch of A-Level results. 

This year one in 10 pupils 
had two or more subjects 
with A* to B grades, with 
90 per cent achieving two or 
more A*s to E.

Wait times in A&E buck trend 


MORE patients arriving at A&E 
in Oxfordshire hospitals are be¬ 
ing seen by doctors within four 
hours, according to new statis¬ 
tics from NHS England. 

In June, a total of 12,680 people 
attended accident and emergen¬ 
cy departments run by Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust (OUH), with a fur¬ 
ther 2,984 going to units run by 
Oxford Health NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

At hospitals run by OUH, 
including the John Radcliffe, 
Churchill and Horton General 


Hospitals and Nuffield Ortho¬ 
paedic Centre, 11,179 - 88 per 
cent of all attendances - were 
admitted to hospital, trans¬ 
ferred or discharged within the 
first four hours, up from 87 per 
cent in May. 

At Oxford Health units all but 
75 people were seen within four 
hours, a total of 97 per cent - 
also up, from 95 per cent in May. 

This has bucked the national 
trend, as figures suggest that 
major hospitals in England are 
failing to see almost one in sev¬ 
en patients within four hours. 


Dr Mark Porter, of the British 
Medical Association, said: “We 
can only get to grips with pres¬ 
sure on A&Es if every part of 
the system, from GP surgeries 
to hospitals to community care, 
is fully supported and working 
well, and this includes address¬ 
ing the shortage of A&E staff.” 

Bed-blocking figures in Ox¬ 
fordshire hospitals are slightly 
down, with 100 people across the 
county facing a delayed transfer 
of care on the last Thursday of 
June, compared to 122 on the 
last Thursday in May.

Owner inspired to 
set up firm after 
death of his parents

IT might not appear to be 
the most glamorous of 
jobs, but funeral services 
from across the county 
have been getting the 
recognition they deserve 
thanks to a national 
award. 

One of those shortlisted 
for this year’s Good Funeral 
Awards is Banbury-based 
Edd Frost & Daughters, 
which has been organis¬ 
ing services in the town for 
three years. 

This year the company 
has been nominated for the 
Most Promising New Fu¬ 
neral Director prize after 
being recommended by cus¬ 
tomers. 

Director Edd Frost said 
he was inspired to set up 
the company after the sud¬ 
den death of his mother and 
father in the space of four 
years. 

The 42-year-old said: “I 
have experienced bereave¬ 
ment personally before. 

“I had moved away to Bir¬ 
mingham but I realised that 


the job is about serving the 
area that you grew up in, 
and for most of my life I 
have lived around Banbury. 

“It was really tough get¬ 
ting started from scratch in 
a town that is already well 
established with funeral 
businesses. We have tried 
to provide a very one-on-one 
and personal service and it 
is great that someone has 
nominated us for it.” 

Both his parents died 


before he turned 30, some¬ 
thing Mr Frost admitted 
was a “life-changing experi¬ 
ence”. 

He added: “It made me 
want to work with people 
who had experienced what 
I had. It’s very important to 
give that personal touch. 

“I have been amazed by 
the support and kindness of 
people in the local area. 

“We try to do a lot in the 
community and support 


local causes and charities 
ourselves so we get to know 
more people.” 

After starting the Horton 
View-based business by 
himself, Mr Frost now em¬ 
ploys two other members of 
staff to help him out as well 
as several casual employees. 

The Adderbury resident 
said: “The awards were 
something that I was aware 
of but to be nominated was 
incredible. 


“When you get contacted 
it is amazing to think that 
someone has taken the time 
to put a few good words in 
about our profession.” 

Also nominated for the 
same prize is CS Boswell of 
Kidlington. 

Owner Carl Boswell, 27, 
said: “People appreciate 
how I am trying to make a 
difficult situation easier.” 

The ceremony will be held 
in London on September 8.

Foundation made donation 
of £3,900 to buy a book or 
game for 780 youngsters

A PERSONAL touch for hun¬ 
dreds of would-be bookworms 
was made possible in Ox¬ 
fordshire by a grant from the 
Gannett Foundation. 

Thousands of pounds were award¬ 
ed to the county’s assisted reading 
charity ARCh, in Bicester, helping 
teach and inspire 780 children to 
read. 

Volunteers say the grant fund¬ 
ing awarded last year opened new 
doors for the charity and, with ap¬ 
plications now open for this year’s 
process, have recommended all 
charities and community groups 
take part. 

ARCh development manager Jane 
Rendle said: “We were given £3,900 
from the Gannett Foundation which 
was basically enough to buy a new 
book or game for every single one 
of the 780 children we work with. 

“Each book or game was bought to 
really inspire these children, which 
our volunteers get to know each 
week individually. 

“The youngsters might start off 
not seeing themselves reading but 
with ARCh the volunteers get to 
know the children and find out 
their interests, to try different types 
of games or books. 


“The Gannett money was so useful 
to enable us to be able to buy these 
books that are really personal, It 
helps to get them into reading and 
learn it is fun and not just some¬ 
thing they have to do at school.” 


ARCh was one of many good caus¬ 
es across the county that has ap¬ 
plied for a slice of funding worth up 
to £10,000 since the scheme started 
in the late 1990s. 

The process is back and charities, 


community groups and projects are 
invited to get in touch and apply for 
their chunk of funding - given away 
by the Banbury Cake’s parent com¬ 
pany Gannett Media. 

Other winners alongside ARCh 
included Abingdon Riding for the 
Disabled and Katharine House 
Hospice. 

Mrs Rendle added: “We were de¬ 
lighted when we found out we had 
got the funding and very flattered, 
as there are many wonderful chari¬ 
ties in Oxfordshire. 

“It obviously enabled us to buy 
lots and lots of books but has also 
hopefully given those children a 
love of reading in their school life 
and in their future. 

“We do get half our funding from 
the schools and then the rest is a big 
chunk that we do get through grants 
and donations from all different 
places. 

“We do not have any long-term 
funding continuity so funding like 
the Gannett grant means an awful 
lot. 

“I would definitely recommend it 
to others.” 

Each year a special theme is cho¬ 
sen and this year it is the needs of 
rural communities, although all 
applications that meet the general 
criteria will be given equal consid¬ 
eration.

True story is worth a watch 


WAR DOGS (15,114 mins) 
Comedy/Drama/Romance. 
Jonah Hill, Miles Teller, Ana de 
Armas,Bradley Cooper. 

Director: Todd Phillips 
BASED on an article in Rolling 
Stone magazine and a 
subsequent book, War Dogs 
heavily dramatises the true 
story of two enterprising 
twenty-somethings, who became 
multi-millionaires as arms 
dealers to the US military. 

Director Todd Phillips, 
mastermind of The Hangover 
films, and co-writer Jason 
Smilovic don’t let the truth get 
in the way of spinning an 
entertaining yarn. 

They embellish the jaw- 
dropping rags-to-riches 
narrative with a hare-brained 
chase through the notorious 
Triangle of Death to the south 
of Baghdad, and some fizzing 
one-liners. 

Phillips’ film opens with TV 
news footage from the war in 
Iraq in 2008. Narrating his own 
extraordinary story, David 
introduces us to his wife Iz (Ana 
de Armas), with whom he hopes 
to raise a family by selling bed 
sheets to local care homes. 

His get-rich-quick scheme 
flops and David is reluctant to 
tell his spouse that the boxes of 
bedding cluttering up their 
apartment are not their golden 
ticket to a brighter future. 

At this low ebb, David meets 
his friend Efraim Diveroli (Hill), 
who has discovered a website 
which lists contracts that the US 
military needs to be fulfilled. 

The buddies tender for a 
massive munitions contract 
with the help of infamous dealer 
Henry Girard (Bradley Cooper) 
and underbid by $53million. 

Bolstered by strong 
performances from the two 
leads, War Dogs is an engrossing 
and frequently uproarious 
comedy of errors.

SOBERING political reality 


trumps blood-saturated fiction 
in the third instalment of James 
DeMonaco’s horror series, set in 
a dystopian America which has 
legalised murder for 12 hours 
every March to sate the 
population’s bloodlust and 
reduce crime levels for the rest 
of the year. 

The original film, released in 
2013, was a guilty pleasure 
fusing nail-biting tension with 
explosions of shocking violence. 

A gruesome follow-up, The 
Purge Anarchy, fell short of 
expectations and now The 
Purge: Election Year polls a 
similarly lukewarm response by 
attempting to skewer the 
American political 
establishment. 

Eighteen years after her entire 
family was slaughtered on 
Purge night, Senator Charlie 
Roan (Elizabeth Mitchell) is 
poised to narrowly win the 2022 
Presidential election by 
campaigning on a promise to 
end the annual cull. 

Her rival, Minister Edwidge 
Owens, is a firm believer in the 
Purge and has the full backing 
of the New Founding Fathers 
(NFF), the shadowy political 
hierarchy led by Caleb Warrens 
(Raymond J Barry). These men 
and women in tailored suits are 
distressed by the possibility of 
Roan winning over the 
electorate and they plot to 
eliminate her. 

“We are going to use this year’s 
Purge to do some spring 
cleaning gentlemen!” snarls 
Warrens, who masterminds a 
scheme to undermine the 
security measures put in place 
by the Senator’s trusted 
bodyguard and protector, Leo 
Barnes (Frank Grillo). 

Meanwhile, as the 7pm siren to 
signal the start of the Purge 
approaches, hard-working shop 
owner Joe Dicksonand his 
assistant Marcoshave an ill- 
fated run-in with two thieving 
schoolgirls that they might 
regret when the blood-letting 
begins in earnest.

CX-3 is stylish and fun to drive 



MAZDA pulls out all the stops and 
condenses all the best bits of the gor¬ 
geous CX-5 into a smaller package. 

The CX-3 comes in front or all-wheel 
drive, and is offered with petrol or die¬ 
sel power. It’s light and it’s good look¬ 
ing with a chunky equipment list and 
reasonable pricing. What more could 
you ask for? 

All too often, cars in this class look 
gawky, too stubby, too tall and too nar¬ 
row, with strange, hall of mirrors 
dimensions. Somehow the CX-3 just 
looks right, thanks to its cab-back 
body and long bonnet proportioning.
